Tackel doesn’t sell the tobacco, 
but raises it for his own use. He 
plants about a half acre 
each 
year, cultivates it, cures it, and 
twists it up into a homemade 
plug of chewing tobacco. 
He claims that a lot of rain is 
not necessary for growing to­ 
bacco and says, “Contrary 
to 
what some people think, it will 
do all right in Texas.” 
T ackel g o t his first seed f r o m 
K e n tu c k y 
a n d 
since 
t h e n 
has 
been u s i n g his own. 
He p la n ts 
the seed in a h o t bed a n d the 
p la n ts stay there for a couple 
of w eek s 
until they a r e r e a d y

not u sin g irrigation.

T h e leaves h a n g in t h e barr 
about t h r e e weeks an d t h e n tire 
put in boxes to age. 
T hen he take- the dried leaves 
an d rolls th e m up into c hew in g 
tobacco in the form <'r a twist, 
which

“ good a n d stro n g .”
